A press blackout blanketing water i-iueeasm n* 
tends to indicate government interference. It is to be 
regretted that certain officials in our present adniinistra- 
tion arc dedicated no only to news manipulation but also 
to llie lliesis that the government lias tlie inherent right

A question rigtfully comes to mind. Is there 
thing very special about this war maneuver that the U.S. 
Army is keeping from the members of the Senate? Is this, 
in fact, just an army operation or is it a United Nations 
and/or NATO maneuver with the appropriate name 
“Water Moccasin?” Will there be only U.S. citizens in 
the force from I'ort Bragg. North Carolina, or will it include 

inspectors from the United Nations? 

Congressman James B. h.ltt has this to say about Uxer- 
cise ‘‘Water Moccasin 111“; ‘ There is under way one of 
the most fantastic and, to me, tnuy frightening militar> 
maneuvers ever to be held in the United States . . . It 
will include the participation of sixteen foreign allied 
nations and involves guerrilla warfare, psychologicnl war¬ 
fare and counter-in-surgency. J he area will be called Clax- 
tonia, a free world nation. Claxtonia is to be invaded by 
foreign guerrilla troops whose goal is to take over the 
mythical country. Oppo;;ing troops will be dropped by 
parachute in an effort to repel the invasion.

An Army news release 
dated 14 January, 1963, 
stated, “Between 2,500 and 
3,000 men will participate in 
the limited warfare games 
(i.e. Water Moccasin III).” 

Congressman Utt reports 
that all of the inhabitants 
of Claxtonia are supposed to 
participate in this operation 
and will be targets of inten¬ 
sive propaganda campaigns 
by both sides. Five local 
radio stations will be in¬ 
volved and the inhabitants 
of Claxtonia have been re¬ 
quested to take sides. Hav¬ 
ing done so, they are to 
hou.se, feed, keep, and aid 
the guerrillas of their choice. 

Utt continues: “The psy¬ 
chological effect on Ameri¬ 
can citizens placed in this 
position will be enoromous. 

Signs have been posted 
throughout the area in five 
different languages. There 
will be foreign observers as 
well as a U.N. contingent.’^ 

“It is my belief that this 
operation comes squarely 
under Article 43 of the Uni¬ 
ted Nations Charter. This, of 
course will be vencmcntly 
denied by the State Depart¬ 
ment as was everything else 
that happened in Cuba, the 
truth notwithstanding.”

On the way back he 
tried to find him but 
couldn’t. Snow flurries had 
fallen during the day cover¬ 
ing the tracks. He shouted 
and called to no avail. It 
was dark when Copely 
reached the bottom of the 
trail and notified Capt. L. 
N. Hall of the Riverside

support of the University of 
California and the state col¬ 
leges, $174.8 million for the 
public health and mental 
hygiene program, and $86.6 
million for the Department 
of Corrections. 

An additional $183 million 
of controllable expenditure 
money is special fund mon¬ 
ey earmarked for support of 
specific state activities such 
as the various licensing and 
regulartory agencies. 

When you finish your 
arithmetic on the above, you 
can see that such reductions 
as the Legislature may make 
in the budget will almost 
inevitably be a small por¬ 
tion of the $3.2 billion total. 

Even if all the reductions 
recommended by the Legis¬ 
lature’s “watchdog” on the 
budget, A. Alan Post, were 
adopted, the overall budget 
total would be reduced by 
only three percent or $98 
million. 

When one considers that 
such programs as education, 
public health, mental hy¬ 
giene and corrections are 
directly affected by a factor 
of population growth, the 
chances for effecting sub¬ 
stantial economies are un¬ 
fortunately even further re¬ 
duced.
